Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, and 13-14 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of claims 1-2 under 102(b) over Wei et al. and 
Tamura et al. and Overzet et al in the previous Office action is withdrawn 
due to Applicant's argument on paper dated on 05/08/2008. Applicant's 
argued that as presently amended, Ri of formula (I) can not take on the 
value of alkoxycarbonyl (thus can not take on the value of 
methoxycarbonyl). Further, because R3 and R4 of formula (I) can not be 
hydrogen (as presently amended), the benzoyl group at the 3-position of 
the compounds of formula (I) must be disubstituted, and can not take on 
the value of a simple benzoyl group. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no late than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid 
processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such 
submissions should be clearly labeled "comments on Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance."
